fended against unequal competition 
•with which they are now contending. 
The government must raise -enough 
money to meet its current expenses 
and increasing needs. A failure to 
pursue this policy has compelled the 
government to borrow money in a time 
of peace to sustain its credit and pay 
its daily expenses. This policy should 
be reversed,-and that, too, as speedily 
as possible. 
If sufficient revenues are 


provided for the'support of the govern- 
ment, there will be no necessity for 
borrowing money and increasing the" 
public debt.

England today is suffering from a 


glut of money. Tho banks are full, 
choked, with idle money for which it 
is impossible to find any investment 
that' would even pay the cost of the 
broker's commission. So phenomenal 
ly cheap is money in London today that 
it is possibly to borrow, practically an 
unlimited amount at the rate of 25 
cents a day for every §50,000. There is 
now on deposit in the bank of England 
alone more, than $350,000,000 more 
money than was lying thoro nine 
months ago, and the amount on de- 
posit has boon steadily piling up dur- 
ing that period and still increasing. 


There was in the bank last Thursday 


£14,000,000 of public deposits, that is, 
government money. The usual amount 
thus on depot's from £5,000,000 to 
£8,000,000. This money is largely 
made up of funds sot aside for the re- 
demption of consols and of funds depos- 
ited in ^tho postofflco savings bank, for 
which investment is desired. But there 
is now«no desirable investment to bo 
found and consols have gone so high 
that the govourmont will not buy 
them. Private and joint stook banks 
have £50,500,000 tin deposit in the 
bnukfof England, which is £13,000,000 
more tharf so deposited last October, 
and £17,000,000 moro than at this time 
within two years ngo. 
The bauk of 


England' s own rcsbrvo fund, 10 days 
ago, 
was £11,000,000 moro than it 


amounted to uino mouths ago, and the 
stock of gold and bullion on hand .was 
more than £13,000,000 in oxccsss of 
that amount on hand last October. 


IDLE MONEY EVERYWHERE, 
This condition of affairs in tho bank 


of England is a fair sample, of tho situ- 
ation throughout this country. Every- 
where thoro is a groat glut of idle 
money, for which no satisfactory use 
can bo found. 
Thoro is thrown on the 


market hero every' year about £130,- 
000,000, the annual surplus cash accum- 
mulatod in tho country, saved from 
its income, and is altogether apart 
from tho income reinvested in homo in- 
dustries.—Pittsburg Post.

Post, is the natural result of/an at- 
tempt to frighten tho pooplo. Lot Eng- 
land alone. Go ahead and romouotize 
silver, and within thirty days England 
will bo sending back, nor gold to this 
country for investment.

lizer Works at Wheelersburg. 


Huge Iron CnsMngs Blown Into Fragments 


By Some Mysterious Force—One Man's 


teg Broken—Damage to Machinery 


Nearly Sl.OOO—What Caused It ? 


A very storage and unusual acci- 


dent happened at Wheolersburg *last 
Saturday afternoon, -\vhen the 
bone 


mill and fertilizer works of Geo. Bell 
was suddenly blown to pieces by some 
mysterious means, so far unexplaina- 
ble. 
Wvthout warning, or any known 


cause, the machinery exploded \vith a 
loud report into hundreds of small 
pieces, some of which were thrown sev- 
eral yards away. 
One piece struck 


Ohas. Snook, an employe of the mill, 
and broke his leg just below the knee. 
Another'man named Winklef,-' Working 
at the ni'ill, hncl [a miraculous" escape 
from being ;killed by the flying debris. 


The explosion centered in the crush- 


ing machinery, and Mae two heavy iron 
cylinder castings, weighing sevens or 
eight hundred pounds, were broken 
up into fragments. 
The rest of the 


machinery was uninjured. The mill 
•was^running along as usual at a rather 
low rate of speed. This would seem to 
dispel the theory of centrifugal- force, 
as one cause assigned for'the accident. 


One of the most mysterious features 


of the explosion was a dense cloud of 
blue smoke that arose from the place at 
the time of the explosion. The report of 
the explosion was heard for more than 
a mile, and sounded as though a 
powder mill had gone up. 
Snook and 


Winkler were the only persons near the 
works at the time of the accident. 
They were nearly suffocated by the 
mysterious blue Smoke. 


The explosion may have been caused 


by some mysterious explosive in the 
bones. 
Bell places his damage to 


machinery and building at something 
near $1,000.
